The Last Chance 



UK fraternities were given a heart- 
ening vote of confidence Monday 
when the University Faculty voted 
to remove from social probation 
fraternities which met or surpassed 
the all-men's academic standing last 
fall. 

By doing this, the Faculty dropped 
the problem into the laps of the 
fraternities and gave them another 
opportunity to prove that they are 
more than frivolous drinking societies. 
It has been the lot of "fratmen" to sit 
in their ivy-covered fraternity temples 
and mourn the good old days of the 
1.4 probationary average when the 
University was not "against" them. 

When the new ruling requiring 
fraternities to meet the all-campus 
average was passed, the fraternity 
sxstem bemoaned the injustice of it 
all-then went out and went on pro- 
bation. 

By deferring the all-campus aver- 
age requirement last spring, the Dean 
of Men's Office saved the necks of 
several fraternities. After this experi- 



ence, one would expect the frater- 
nities to have learned a lesson. Many 
apparently did not learn a thing. The 
probation figures prove that. 

Although several fraternities did 
not profit from their second chance, 
the Faculty has seen fit to grant them 
a third chance. It is now time for 
fraternities to prove that the perennial 
rushing phrase, "fraternities built! 
scholarship," is not just a pretty 
phrase. 

The entire Greek system has too 
long felt sorry for itself and cried 
about the injustices being dealt it 
and done little to help itself. The 
Greek system is far from dead; it is 
certainly not entirely impotent, but it 
is slipping into a torpor that is weak- 
ening and can prove fatal. 

The Interfraternity Council is 
working on methods to improve 
fraternity scholarship. We only hope 
it does not act too slow ly. 

Like m i ght y Casey at the plate, we 
hope the fraternity system does not 
watch the first two pitches go float- 
ing by, only to miss the third.

Education Defended 

To The Editor: 

Concerning Suzy Horn's Soapbox 
in the Wednesday Kernel. 

I do not feel Miss Horn's com- 
ments could possibly go unanswered 
and so the herein are in retort to her 
flagrant statements about the Col- 
lege of 'Ed*atfe». 

Before rijegln, let me state that 
I am a graduating senior in this col- 
lege so naturally, Miss Horn, you 
may believe me prejudiced. Be that 
as it may, you have my cordial in- 
vitation to restate your case. 

My starting point could easily be 
the requirements for elementary edu- 
cation. We take 33 hours of Educa- 
tion courses ( 12 of which are student 
teaching).

You know, don't 
you, tliat Education ionises are, in 
the main, method or theory course* 



and the subject matter we teach may 
well come from one of the courses 
offered by Arts and Sciences. 

As far as our Education courses: 
let's take one for example: Teaching 
Communicative Skills in the Ele- 
mentary School. This, to keep you 
up to date, concerns the child learning 
to read, write, spell, and other re- 
lated skills that I'm sure you un- 
aware of. Do you actually think a 
teacher hands a child a book and lo, 
the child reads, as if a miracle passed 
over him? No, the teacher must guide 
the child into seeing why certain 
words are spelled as they are, and 
why certain letters sound as they do. 

This sounds quite easy, granted, 
but try it. If you'd like, I'm sure the 
fifth grade at Maxwell Street School 
(where I did my student teaching, 
to put into practice ideas I had ac- 
quired ) will welcome you with open 
arms.

Mr. Smith has proved himself a 
worthy opj^onent. In his last article, he 
has finally clarified the point he spent 
200 words trving to make: "that HO 1 < 
in the age of unclear armament, is op- 
erating on an outdated plan of instruc- 
tion. 

He further points out that I either 
didn't deduce this or failed to accept 
it as important. Apparently, however, 
he lx*came so involved ( imbued with 
"hope of success'*) in my "innocuous 
ramblings" that he failed to grasp my 
point: that his point is false. 

In view of the fact thai Mr. Smith 
has "served three years in the service." 
and has not had "the advantage of en- 
lightenment offered by ROTC," it may 
be beneficial to examine his contention 
about the program of the Aerospace 
Science Department. 

He maintains that information on 
the latest inissijes and an < i .if t should 
be emphasized. This, however, is mis- 
leading, implying as it does, a military 
program. The program of the Aero- 
space Department is not a military, but 
an educational one. (It may be of in- 
terest to note that top educators, col- 
lege presidents, for example, assist Air 
Force Officials in designing such pro- 
grams. ) 

The purpose of the program here 
is two-fold: on the one hand, to pro- 
vide educational objectives for the de- 
velopment of officers; on the other hand, 
to meet the requirements of the I'ni- 
versity as a land-grant institution. The 
curriculum of the program consists of 
two major categories, classroom instruc- 
tion and leadership lal>oratory. 

It is in this latter category that Mi. 
Smith's "hups" and "ho's" will lx- con- 
sidered. The significance here, however, 
is not to offer "concrete validity," but to 
point out the importance of these "mm - 
less impediments" to those students oh- 
t. lining an education as officers in the 
program. The student is prov ided an op- 
portunity here for self-discipline, co- 
operation with others as a unit, poise, and 
sell -confidence which comes with master- 
ing the subject. 



As he* .icqniies these qualities, the 
oppoitnnitv is open to test his leader- 
ship skill in situations dealing with 
small groups, and to recognize and ac - 
cept personal responsibility. As he ad- 
vances in this training, the- opportunity 
is open for developing skilU dealing 
with larger and more complex groups, 
planning group objectives, and super- 
vising plans through the cadet corps. 

I he othe r category provides instruc- 
tions in elements of air power, aero- 
nautical science, aerial warfaie. leader- 
ship, military justice, and the fedenl 
government. In the first two years, c lass 
instructions are given two out of three 
hours a week; in the last two years, in- 
struction is given four out of five. 

The aerospace program offers the 
opportunity and "vehicle" for qyery stu- 
dent seeking to obtain an education as 
officers. All who graduate from the pro- 
gram have been carefully tested, 
screened, and selected. Some, however, 
wish merely to use the program to sat- 
isfy their obligation: others specialize 
in fields, as communication, missiles, etc. 
(It is here that emphasis is placed on 
partic ul.it s, as missiles and aircraft.) Hut 
because the program provides a founda- 
tion with its ol>|ectives for each student 
to help maintain our democracy, and lo- 
calise each student has achieved these 
objectives, in any field, he is qualified 
to l»e pioud. 

Mr Smith need no longer doubt my 
"love and passion'* for these qualities of 
ROTC. They are e sse ntial qualities for 
every principle of our democratic way 
of life. And though he maintains that 
he no longer has the "advantage- of en- 
lightenment offered by ROT( '■" since' he 
has spent three vears in the service, the 

oppoittmitv to ve < k this "enlightenment" 

through investigation, intei v lew s, and 
it s. arc h remains open. 

The irony is. however, that Mr. 
Smith will not have time tu do this sine e 
he is now concentrating on hi> "new 
found dramatic ability." In doing this, 
moreove r, he has left the diaper in- 
specting up to me. in which case I will, 
as hefont, advise him to change-.
